days  later,  1 believe  on  the  nip'it  of  Ncvcrber  27,  Vince  Drain  oi  the  I BI  called 
me  at  home  about  one  o'clock  ir,  the  i-oming  and  said  thrt  the  Cortraission  wanted 
the  other  empty  hull  and  a notebook  that  belonged  tc  tswald.  I cam  to  the  office 
and  delivered  these  things  to  the  . ;I.  , o have  i-w.  “tuac,:.  r.
